REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 were pending. Claims 3, 1 1 and 19 have been canceled. Claims 1, 4, 
9, 12, 17 and 20 have been amended. Accordingly, claims 1-2, 4-10, 12-18, and 20-23 
remain pending subsequent entry of the present amendment. 

In the present Office Action, claims 3, 4, 11, 12, 19 and 20 are deemed to 
correspond to allowable subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Claims 1-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP0798632 (hereinafter "Yung"). Applicant respectfully traverses at least some of the 
above rejections. Nevertheless, in order to facilitate speedy allowance of the present 
application, Applicant has amended each of the independent claims to include subject 
matter deemed allowable in the present Action. In particular, the features of claim 3 have 
been incorporated into claim 1, the features of claim 11 have been incorporated into 
claim 9, and the features of claim 19 have been incorporated into claim 17. Accordingly, 
each of the independent claims are believed in condition for allowance. In addition, each 
of the dependent claims are in condition for allowance for at least the reasons 
corresponding to the independent claims upon which they depend.
